The Star of Sas 
turaeinits motion, cfle@ing many things admi- 
rable, both anreceding and retarding, and by ly- 
ing hid in the Evening, and fhewing it felf again, 
in the Morning, yet thismakes nochange . the 
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Jarge length of Time, but in the fame time ic will 
do the fame again. And fhould we maintain chat 
the courfe of the Starres were changed, how 
then could Mathematicians foretell the yeer, day, 
hour, nay the very inftant of Oppofitions, and 
Conjun ions > and. Ecclipfes., fo many yeers 
before, Ladtantius ctelutede from thence that 
the Stars are mo Gods, becaufe they eannot alter 
or exceed their beunds, or ufuali Motions. For 
were they Gods they might wander here and there 
at pleafure, without any neceflity,as living Crea- 
cures do upon the earth, who becaufe their wills 
are free, they goup and ‘down where they pleafe, 
and’as their mindes lead them, thither they go. 
And. Plutarch wondering at this unitermity,Such a

That they doit not by Metion, isconfirm- 
ed by the Suns ftanding ftill in Fofhua’s dayes,and

And if,thae folid Element of 
Fire, fhould differ in fubtility and thinnefle, 
from the Sky, or the uppermoft part of the 
Air, a new refraGion of the Srars mu needs 
follow; by reafon of the Fire, and we fhould 
be ignorant of their crue places, which ds falfe, 
Moreover, Nature in the chiefeft things hath 
obferved the number of Three. For to fay no- 
thing of the fupernaturall Myftery of the 
Trinity; there isa Trinity in Mans Sex , the 
male, the Female,and the Hermaphrodite : 
there are three firft. principles of nacurall 
things, as Matter, Form, and Privation : al- 
fo there are three fenfible principles, Salk, 
Brimftone , and Mercury. There are three 
principal! parts in Man, and three kind of 
{pirits ;. the Animall , Virall, and Natural! s 
as alfo they have three Channels, or Veflels, 
mamely, the Nerves, Arteries,and Veins. There 
ate three humours in the Blood, as rhere are 
in Milk. The Buttery parcof Milk refembles 
the Air, and fo doth the Cholerick part of the 
blood.

Ariftotie makes the proportion between the 
Elements to be Ten Degrees ¢ but it is not fo, 
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‘miles, therefore. the diameter is 1718) the Se- 
midiameter is 859;or 860 , whichare chofen 
for ro facilicate the account. Moreover there 
are many emptie places of the Earth thar are 
withont Water, and where Seas are, the 
Earth is under the Water, fo that the depth of 
theSea,as is gathered by the obfervations of the 
moft skilfull Mariners, in many places’ fearee 
amounts to 80,or a Ico pafes, more feldome 
to two or 300 pafes, and moft feldom to soo 
pafes, but feldom or never to a 1000 pales, 
and that is but the fourth partefa Germane 
mile: and if this be compared with the Diame= 
ter or depths of the Earth, itis as the:height 
of a drop of fweat, compared with the whole 
body. © Moreover, experierice fhews, that Air 
willbe made of afew drops of water, that is 
by many degrees moréthan they. And who 
can deny; but that this proportion holds éven 
at this day?

Meigerius, 
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Peftilentiall, Chronicles write, that in the 
yeer 1234,the Winter was fo Cold, thatin the 
Adviatich Sea, the Venetian Faftours pafled 
over the lee, loaded with their Money, Zona- 
rns reports thet the like accident fell our in 
the Pontick fea, and the Sea adjoyning, under 
Confaatinus Copronymus, \n the dayes of Charles 
the great, there was a great and moft bitter 
Froft, whereby the Partick Sea for2 hundred 
Miles Eaftward was turned to Ice, and was 
fromtopto thebotrom , 50 Cubits thick. In 
the yeer 1125, the Winter was fo violent, that 
innumerable Eels in Brabant , by reafon of 
the ice,went forth of the lake, which is ftrange, 
and got into Hay Ricks, and Jay hid there, till 
by extream cold they rotted away, ( Robertus 
De Monte). And the Trees at laft fearce had 
any leaves put forth in May. Butto {peak of 
the drinefle, Lread in Livic, that in the yeer 
after Rome was built 322, thatthe rain from 
Heaven, not onely failed, but the Farth 
alfo wanted her inbred moyfture, and had 
hardly enough to ferve forthe perpetuall Ri- 
vers. And where Fountains and Rivers were 
dried up,and Water failed the Cattell died for 
thirft. In the yeer 1353. the Wood took fire, 
by extreame heat of the weather , and the fat | 
earth burned, and no rain could Extinguifh ir. 
The Germane Annals report , that in the yeer 
¥228, rhe Air was fo hor, thatthe harveft was | 
ended, (toufe their own words) before the | 
Feaft of Saint Fohw Baptiff. In the yeer 1473, 
the Wood in Bohemia burnt 18 weeks, and the 
Danow was {fo dry, that in many places it was 
Fordable, andthe fame thing is written of the

the Firf, Butinthe yeer 1494 in the end 
of July, the Lakes and Waters were fo bound 
up with Jee, that allthe Fith died fer wane 
of water. You may addeto this, what Taci- 
tus writes Of Armenia, That the Winter fell out r4cip, “Ane 
fo cruell , that the ground was (0 covered with yal 1.1%. 
Fee, that without they dug, they could find no 
place for their Tents. Many mens Limbs were 
{corched with extremitie of cold, and fome upon 
their Watch were found dead. And there was a 
Souldier obferved , who carried a bundle of 
wood, whofe hands were fofroxen,that they-clave 
faftto the wood, and fell off from his avms that 
were thus maymed, As concerning the Pefti- 
Jenct infeS&tion of the air, it was once fo 
reat in Greece (Cas Thucydides obferves ) 
that Birds fell down with the infe@ion, and 
birds of prey would nor roueh the carkafes. 
In the government of VibiusGallus and Voluti-

Asfor Pidgeons, each pa + of them 
in Vavroes dayes was wont to.be fold for a 
thoufand feftertii,and in Colwiella his dayes 
there were fome that fold ewo birds for 4000 
pieces of Money. As for the quantities they 
did ear, Maximiaus fometimes eat fourty 
pounds of flefhin a day: Cordus faith, fixty 
pounds. Claudius Albiaus eat fo much 4s 
it is iacredible. Forhe ear s00 dvicd Figs, 
which che Greeks call Calliftrurbie , & roo 
Peaches of Campania, and ten Melons. of 
Offia,and 2opounds of Grapes of Letce,and 
a too Gnacfappers, .and. fomty Oyfters.

- partly in their publike,& partly in thig 
private houfes, Amongft the Tranfient puuj 
like houfes, that offer themfelves , in tel 
fit place, the exceffe whereof would af 
nifh us, are the Theatre of Marcus Scaurim 
end the bridge of Caligula. That wasa teri 
porary work, andthe ufe thereof wes to lbp 
{carce for one moneth, yet it had chil 
Plin.L. 36. Floors , in which there were 360 Marlop 
els. pillars. The Loweft part of the Theatre wi 
wig all of Marble, the ngiddle was of glafle, aat 
the uppermoft was guilded ; The infericog 
pillars were fourty foot long, and berweeg 
them there were 3000 brazen Sracueées. Tlf 
whole theatre was fo capacious,that ie wer 
Po) Si conti 
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contain 8e009 Men. Caligula built a 
Bridge, all the {pace through between the 
hot Bathes, and the City Pureoli almoft 
3600 paces, procuring from all places; 
Merchants Ships , and faftening them 
with Ancres in a double row , and caft= 
ing earth upen them, and making the 
forme of it like co Via Appia. He went up- 
on this Bridge forward and backward, for 
two dayes together. The fitft day he rid up- 
ona Horfe wich trappings, and Crowned 
with-a crown of Oke, and with an Ax, anda 
Target, and a {word, and with a horfemans 
€oat, very richly made. The next day fols 
lowing, he rode in the habit of a Coach- 
man, in a Coach with two gallant Horfes, 
reprefenting Dariss,a Boy one of the hofta- 
gesof the Parthians, the Pretorian Troop, 
accompanying him, and in Chariots were 
fome bands of his friends. Wherefore that 
work feeras to have heen made for that end, 
that ic might be deftroyed. 

Caracalla allo , wherefoever he did or 
purpofed to ftay in Winter, canfed Am- 
phitheaters, and playhowles to be builded, 
and fuddesly they were to be demosithed: 
amon eft thofe that lafted,it fhall fuffice me 
to make mention onely of the Theater of T7- 
tus. Aman could hardly fee to the top. of it, 
and awhole river of wealth was {pentin 
the building of git, wherefore Martial 
writes, 

Cefar’s Amphitheater hat the Name. 
Let all give place,this doth acferve the i 
And 
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And though fuch ftarely fruaures confine 
ed infinite wealth, yer if we regard the furs 
nitute, and fuch things as were employe d 
befides,we thall finde tharthe coftthe y were 
at,would have ferved for great Cities. And 
thar the Magiftrace did prodigal waft in 
Theatres, Playes, Wreftlers, Fencers, and 
fuch kindes of men all their patrimony, thar 
they mi ight win the peoples liking for an 
howers tine. In a word; The workmanz 
thip was more than the’ matter. Nero, -re 
fhew his wealth co Thiridates King of Arme=- 
nia,covered all the Theatre with gold, & the 
very hangings that hung up,were of purple, 
and befled with golden Stars, whence that 
was called a Golden day, and Lucretius 
alludes unto ie.
